The Mayor and Council for the Town of Golden Meadow met for their regular scheduled
meeting on Monday, September 19, 2016 at 7:00 P.M. at the Town Hall, 107 Jervis Drive, Golden
Meadow, LA 70357.

Councilman David Adams led everyone in reciting the Pledge of Allegiance and
Councilman Jody Cheramie led everyone in prayer.

Councilman Willis Toups presented a motion and Councilman Jody Cheramie seconded
approving the minutes from the previous meeting on September 6, 2016. The Council
unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Mayor Joey Bouziga presented the building permit applications as follows:

e Shane Rogers — RV permit remains on hold.

e Houston Saucier — 705 North Alex Plaisance Blvd submitted a building permit
application requiring a variance to waive permit requirements. The Board of
Adjustments reviewed this permit on September 6, 2016 and recommended
denying the permit. Attorney Bryce Autin suggested the Town of Golden
Meadow and Mr. Houston Saucier enter into a hold harmless agreement if the
permit is waived. Councilman Willis Toups presented a motion and Councilman
Jody Cheramie seconded approving the building permit be waived for Mr.
Houston Saucier. The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council no Occupational Licenses were submitted for
approval.

Mayor Joey Bouziga presented the clean-up report as follows:

e Berwick Cheramie — 141 Terrebonne Lane has most of the grass cut. The Council
will monitor the property and report at the next Council meeting.

e Gale Cheramie — 130 Cheramie Lane has been cut. Councilman Willis Toups
presented a motion and Councilman Jody Cheramie seconded approving this
property be removed from the agenda. The Council unanimously approved the
motion as presented.

e Bekki Sandras — 129 Terrebonne Lane has not been cut. The deadline is October
3, 2016.

e Todd and Sandy Martin — 158 Washington Street received a tall grass complaint.
Councilman David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic
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seconded approving a clean-up be sent to the property owner. The Council
unanimously approved the motion as presented.

e Allison Rankin — 162 Washington Street received a tall grass complaint.
Councilman Willis Toups presented a motion and Councilman Jody Cheramie
seconded approving a clean-up be sent to the property owner. The Council
unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Mayor Joey Bouziga informed the Council the deadline has approached for the repair or
demolition of the dangerous building located at 115 Mrs. Thomas Pitre Lane. Mayor Joey Bouziga
asked if every Councilman went visit the sight. After a brief discussion took place Councilman
David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Lindberg Lorraine seconded approving
Attorney Bryce Autin send the property owner a letter and request a hearing to discuss the
remaining repairs. The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Engineer John Plaisance presented the project report as follows:

e Sewer Phase IV remains in the right-of-way stage. LCDBG requested additional
changes in the plans and specs.

e Sewer Phase V remains in the right-of-way stage, but is almost complete.

e Sewer Phase VI - EDA grant program paperwork is being finalized. Councilman
Jody Cheramie presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded
approving Mayor Joey Bouziga execute contract with J. Wayne Plaisance, Inc. to
provide engineering services for the EDA grant project Sewer Phase VI. The
Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

e Seawall Phase Il — the project continues and should be completed around
October 31, 2016.

e Skate Board Park -— the project continues and should be completed around
October 31, 2016.

e 2014/2015 Water Enrichment Grant Project plans are almost complete.

e 2015/2016 Water Enrichment Grant application has been submitted and is
waiting on approval.

e 2015/2016 LGAP Grant application has been submitted and is waiting on
approval.

Mayor Joey Bouziga requested adding the 2017/2018 LGAP Grant Application to the
agenda. No audience questions or comments were presented in objection. Councilman Jody
Cheramie presented a motion and Councilman David Adams seconded approving the aforesaid be
added to the agenda. The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Councilman Lindberg Lorraine presented a motion and Councilman Willis Toups seconded
authorizing Mayor Joey Bouziga execute all documents regarding the 2017/2018 LGAP Grant. The
Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Mayor Joey Bouziga presented a Parade Permit for the Krewe of Neptune. Councilman
David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Willis Toups seconded approving a discussion
take place. Krewe of Neptune representatives Chuckie Cheramie, Corey Galjour, Jimmy Lafont
and Flint Cheramie addressed the Council, a few audience comments were presented. Each
Councilman discussed complaints from past parades. After a lengthy discussion Councilman David
Adams presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded approving the Krewe of
Neptune Parade Permit to roll through Golden Meadow on Tuesday, February 28, 2017. The
Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.
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Chief Reggie Pitre and Officer Christopher Pitre requested entering into executive session.
Councilman Jody Cheramie presented a motion and Councilman David Adams seconded
approving the Mayor and council enter into executive session at 7:55 P.M.

Councilman David Adams presented a motion and Councilman Priscilla Mounic seconded
approving the Mayor and Council return to regular session at 8:17 P.M.

Chief Reggie Pitre recommended Officer Christopher Pitre return to regular schedule.
Councilman Priscilla Mounic presented a motion and Councilman Lindberg Lorraine seconded
approving the recommendation of Chief Reggie Pitre to have Officer Christopher Pitre return to
regular duty. The Council unanimously approved the motion as presented.

Mayor Joey Bouziga requested audience comments.

Mr. Edward Louviere asked the Mayor who needed to be contacted regarding a building
permit application. Mayor Joey Bouziga informed Mr. Louviere he would need to contact the
office of J. Wayne Plaisance, Inc.

With no further business to discuss, Councilman Willis Toups presented a motion and
Councilman Jody Cheramie seconded approving this meeting adjourn at 8:19 P.M. The Council
unanimously approved the motion as presented.
